Trade.—The Oversea imports during February were valued at £2,685,583, 
and show a decrease of £234,988, or 8-1 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. ‘The total for eight months, 
July to February, 1918-19, was £27,559,267, an increase of £7,596,358, 
or over 38 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 


1917-18. 


The Oversea exports during March amounted to £4,894,783, 
being an increase of £2,473,121, or 102-1 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. For the nine months, July 
to March, 1918-19, there was an increase of £8,477,518, or 31:5 
per cent. compared with the same period for 1917-18. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported, Interstate, at the port of Sydney, in April 
were valued at £1,064,248, The following is a summary of the imports

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for April show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,689,138, or £208,638 less than in 
April of last year, a decrease of 11 per cent. During the ten 
months ended 30th April, the revenue was £17,541,226, being 
£1,810,226, or over 11 per cent. more than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year.

Gold Produetion—The gold yield during April, 1919, was 5,843 oz. 
crude, equal to 5,607 oz. fine, valued at £23,818, and showed a decrease 
of 1,366 oz. fine, and £5,802 in value, compared with April of last 
year. The value of gold produced during the four months was 
£81,534, and exhibited a decrease of 7,433 oz. fine and £31,572 in 
value in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


},and Seleetions.—During April, 128 applications were made for 109,960 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 32,499 acres, representing 60 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the 
number of applications has been 530, and the area applied for 532,619 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
Ist January is 247,178 acres, representing 396 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in April, 1919, prices were 50-7 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; 11-5 per cent. higher than in April, 1918; and 0-4 per 
cent. lower than in the preceding month, March, 1919. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
April, 1919, 73-0 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 4:5 per 
cent. higher than in April, 1918; and 18 per cent. higher than in 
March, 1919.

Eggs were considerably dearer than in 
March, and cheese, ham, Australian jam and oatmeal, advanced slightly

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Meteorology.—The rainfall during April was below the average in most 
parts of the State, the chief exceptions being the northern and central 
coast districts, the northern part of the north-west slopes and a large 
portion of Riverina and the south-east corner of the State. All the 
central and north-west divisions received totals considerably below the 
average, and ata few places in the north-west, around Hungerford, no 
rain fell during the month. 


The largest falls occurred on the north coast, where Byron Bay 
recorded 1,509, Mullumbimby 1,043 and Coffs Harbour 1,013 points. 
In the inland districts the highest totals were Tumbarumba 269, 
Bellata 257 and Boomi 243 points. 

Alternate hot and cold spells were experienced, the highest reading 
being at Bourke, 103 degrees, and the lowest at Kosciusko, 25 degrees. 

At Sydney the rainfall amounted to 320 points, the weather being, 
on the whole, fine and pleasant. 


Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs — Aopril, 1919.—Tho births 
registered numbered 1,625, equal to 24°60 per 1,000 of population 
per annum ; of the total, 807 were males and 818 females. The rate is 
unsatisfactory, being 6°5 per cent. below the average of the previous five 
years, 

The deaths numbered 1,684, namely, 1,004 males and 680 females. 
The mortality rate of 25-49 per 1,000 of population per annum is very 
unsatisfactory, being 171-7 per cent. above the average of the previous 
five years. ‘The high rate is attributable to the abnormal number of 
deaths from influenza, 969 deaths being ascribed to this cause during the 
month. Of these, 843 were certified as due to pneumonie influenza, 41 
to influenza, and 85 to influenza with pneumonia. The deaths were 
above the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 8)+2 per 1,000 births, and is 219 per 
cent. above the average for the month of April, for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Wetropolis— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
April, 511 new buildings, as compared with 366 in April, 1918. 

The total for the four months, January to April, was 1,851, as 
compared with 1,569 during the corresponding period of 1918.
